Tlic said message \vas llien taken np and read as follows, 
to wit : . ’ 

Genilemen of the Senate, 

and of the house of fiepresenfaHvrs. 

From tlie slioit period Unit has eU’.])scd since I came into 
ollire, it will not lie ex[)ectcd, that I can give you much in¬ 
formation, that will aid you in performing your legislative' 
duiies. 

*' Selected from every part of the state, and possessing a 
knowledge of the feelings, the wislies, and wants of the com. 
niunity, it w ill he for yon, gentlemen, to adopt and enact 
such mcasui-es, as w'ill contrihute most to alleviate distress, 
to prevent useless and impolitic sacrifices of property on the 
one hand, w hilst you steadily keep in view justice and the 
general policy ofihe state on the oilier. 

It will be admitted by all, that the jieople of this state, feel 
at this time a severe and uui^■ersal pressure in their monied 
transactions : I'o relieve them in some measure is, I trust, 
the wish of all. Biflercnt views w ill he.entertained asto the 
best means of eflecting so’dcsirable an object, by members 
from different parts of the state. A successful termination 
can only be,hoped for from cool, dispassionate deliberation 
and sound i-eason. A high exercise of charity and mutual 
forbearance tow’ards the opinions of each other, w ill be found 
most useful in all deliberative bodies, and will most effectu¬ 
ally lead to a favorable termination of your arduous and im¬ 
portant duties. 

’W hilst we ieel and lament the dilliculties we labour under 


in our monied transactions, we have suflicient cause of grat¬ 
itude to the Supreme Disposer of events, for the bountiful 
crops, with which our state is favored, and the great degree 
of general good health which our citizens enjoy. 

Oim penitentiary establishment will require ymur early at-' 
tention. That institution (organized and intended for the 
wise, humane purpose of uniting merry with justice) from 
the increased and increasing number of convicts, and the de¬ 
cayed state of the buildings, originally too small to affoi-d 
the benefits of solitary coniincment ami convenient I'oom for 
labour, will be found at this time altogether insullicicnt. A 
thorough examination by some members of your own body, 
will be necessary to enable you to adopt such measures as you 
may judge most conducive to promote the ))ublic good, and 
to realise the hopes of the state in establishing, that institu¬ 
tion. 

Although many worthy, industrious citizens labour undej' 













considerable individual embarrassments, arisine; cliielly from 
the want of a inarkel for tlicir surplus produce, yet it v ill 
be found on examination, that the funds of the state, are am. 
ply suflicieiit for all necessary, and some useful purjioses. It 
is then ^^orthy the consideration of the legislature, whether 
the present is not a favorable time to make valuable and las. 
ting improvements. Labour is now low, and the state would 
thus find employment lor many of her useful citizens. 

Should you. gentlemen, agi'ce with me in ojiinion on this 
subject. ])ermit me to recommend to your attention, as an 
object of the first importance ajiil usefulness to the state, the 
navigation of the Ohio river fi'om Lisiisville to its mouth.— 
All other and furthei’ improvements in tlie navigation of our 
waters, will deriie their utility in a great degree, from this 
first object. From inlbmation acquii'ed whilst a commis. 
sioncr on the Ohio, I have no hesitatilm in giving it asmyo. 
pinion, that a sale and certain navigation may be made for 
steam boats (drawing six feet) at the lowest stage of the wa. 
ter. 'I'hc labor may be performed during any one summer, 
and the expense w'ili be more than doubly reimbursed in eve. 
ry succceclLug fall, lb the citizens of the state. May we not 
reasonably hope too that the states of Indiana, Tennessee a,nd 
Ohio will aid in an undertaking, so evidently useful to all. 
It w ill be found beneficial in this (as in most cases) to call the 
attention of the state, and direct her energies to a single ob. 
ject, until it is completed; once completed, its usefulness 
will point out more clearly than any reasoning on the sub. 
Ject, the necessity of farther improvements in our smaller 
strcains. In a government like ours, where the laws alone 
beai- rule, and w here those laws emanate from the people, 
the importance and even necessity of education amongst all 
classes of the citizens, w ill be universally felt' and acknowl¬ 
edged. ' It l emains only for the legislature on this liighly in. 
teresting subject, to 'select and pursue that coui'se, which 
will seem tojironiisethe greatest benefit, in the shortest pc. 
riod of time and at the least expcnce.

B\ aiding 
one university, hy lotting it in its imwer to become useful iu 
every department of science which it is prepared to teach, 
you will priuiiote. the real interest of the community at home, 
and c i\e dignity and weigl t ot charactci’ to the state abroad* 
Thus, w e may I'easouahly Itojie in a few years, to see our pri¬ 
mary sciiools furnished with well qua. fu d teachers, raised 
and educated ainougst oiirseh cs, possessing the morals, man¬ 
ners, and habits -.f one country, bucb men loo, from tbcir 
connexions in.^be state, w ill have a widght of chai-actcrtosup.

Permit me, gcntleiuen. to call yonr attention likewise, to 
tlie present mode of siqiportiug lunatics .and other persons of 
unsound luiiul, throughout the state.

It rcquh-cs only a 
plain calculutiou by figures to show' to tlic understanding of 
every one, tbatuiucli of this expense may be saved, byprepar.

§ 5. No additional branch bank sliall be established with¬ 
out the concurrence of two thirds of the directors, elected by 
the state, and two thirds of tliose elected by the stockholders, 
nor without the assent of the genera! assembly.

rived from the commonwealth of Virginia prior to the erec¬ 
tion of Kentucky into an independent state. The subject is 
one of peculiar interest, involving the private rights of indi¬ 
viduals and tending to alfecl^^tlie faith and liarinony of com¬ 
munities heretofore UTiited I)y mutual interests and generou* 
conbdence. Relieving tliat the lettei’to which I have alluded, 
wbate.v(U‘ may be the sti’engtb nr legal extent of its' claims, is 
a faithful exi.-rcssion of the opinions of tiie citizens of Virgin¬ 
ia, 1 have detuned it proper and respectful, to submit it to 
your consideration. And well knowing that the Legislature 
of Kentucky' will not hesitate to render justice, w!:crc justice 
is due, 1 cannot hut aiiticipatc in the measures you ma}' adopt, 
a result satisfactory to all the parties concerned.

SIR—I ask leave to call the attention of your excellency, 
to titc following fact? and remarks : Upon the 22d’ Dec. 
1818, the Legislature of Kentucky, made a law prohibiting 
entries and surveys upon any portion oftlie land lying witliin 
the late Chickasaw Indian boundary, for the extinguisliinent 
of the title, to which, a treaty had been then recently negotia¬ 
ted on behalf of the United States, and declaring all patents 
which might issue for such lands under old surveys, to he 
null and void. Refore the year 1779, entries iijjon Treasury 
warrants of Virginia, to a considerable extent, Iiuil been made 
for lauds lying, within those limits. In the month of May, 
1779, a very extensive space Nvithiri the same, limits, south ami 
west of the. Tennessee River, was appropriated' by Virguiia 
aitli definite houmku'ies, in addition to former appropriations. 
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foi’ the fulfilment of certain grants niiicli the stale had made- 
for military Ijonnties. Many ineinnri.^ls, stating their claims 
and coinpiaining of the injnsttGe with wiiicli they were threa¬ 
tened, have been presentod tetiie executive ot Virginia, smee 
tlw law passed in Kentucky, by citizens ot this state and of 
other states, formerly otlkei's and soldiers ol the Virginia, 
line on staleestab’.isliinent, or oiliccrsand soldiers ot the Vir¬ 
ginia Navy, and by tiie legal representatives of such. Au 
•V those applications liave been at. times snbmitled by' the Gov- 
r' ernnrof Virginia to the deliberating hrancli o! tSic iiiXecnlive 

of the state, and he has been advised to communicate with the 
Governor of Kentucky re.speirtiug those claims. Much time 
! lias been sufTered to pass, wliile an endeavor was making to 

acquire additional information on the.subject, aiid to lixsome 
\ solid and clear poinlswhiclimi.ghtdifect minds toVi ready and 
, \ accurate judgment upon a question so gveatl) im|)ortant, not 

\ only as it involves such extensive private iiiteresls, Cut also 
1 the havmony’ and reputation for justite, of two .gi'oat states. 

The delay has proved entirely fi'iiitiess, notwilhsianding a 
1 strong desire, and very sincere efcrts, to make it otherwise. 
1 3t is iiot my design to fabricate a law argument upon tliis- 
question,Toi' your Kxceliency's consideration. Such an at- 
tem.jit WDiild iicither become me noi“ he acceptable to yon, nor 
prove beneficial to-the idainiants. I sliaj! satisly mysell with 
calling your attention to the cightli article of the 5th section of 
the act ronccruing the erection of the District ot Kentucky 
into an independent slatei passed by tlie V irgiuia Legislature 
on the 18tb December, 1789’, and witli.asking you to use your 
iitfiiicnce witli the Le.gishiture of your state, to provide by Jaw 
for determinin.g this complaint and dispute, in the niauncr so 
wisely prescribed by that article, wdiich, with all the stipula¬ 
tions of the same law, became absolutely binding and lorevcr 
obli.gat.ury on tlie state ofKy. w in n the Ici His and conditions 
of the .separation, as stated in the act, were accepted by the 
convention which as.sembled by vii'tue of it. Belore the tri¬ 
bunal of tlie commissioners, a.s soon as it can be constituted, 
ac’eoi'ding [!oj t.be iirovisions made by tbe act, all the argu¬ 
ments in favor ofthe ri.iclits of the claimants will no doubt be 
urged by tbe ablest counsel wliicb Virginia can employ, k any 
emicavor on tliis onca.sion inset them forth, would plainly be as., 
prematime and uuuecrssary as it would - be presutaptaous in 
the pei'soii to wlin.se lot it liafi faiici; to make tiiis cuiiiuinuica- 
tion to your *Excel!eiiry. 

If it sboidd then lie' determined tliat a right to.land could not 
be invested by- a grant, foundc'd merely upon tbe pre-emp- 
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Unn riglit held by a stale before the tranefcr of tlie title to 
tiie soil was actually made by tbe iruicpcodciit Indian tribe, 
it wilt no doubt be brout^lit to notice lliut I be v,'ord‘* interest” 
iias l)cen used in Ibe third article of the. 5t!i section aforesaid, 
to ijiiar<l against tite. consequences of such a construction.—i 
Wnitetlie state of Virginia alone, had tbe rigUt to piircliase 
the soil froin tbe Indians, and when in fact it was believed 
that a jiurcbase of it bad been made by tin* colony of Virginia, 
an engagement to con vcy a large portion of timt soil to indi- 
vidoals. for valuable consideration was made, and upon ced¬ 
ing the jurisdiction, the state stipulated in tlic plainest me.u- 
iier for the performance of the contract; wliich stipalationtiie 
other jiarty,Kentucky, formally ratified and accepted.. 

The liberality of Virginia towards Kentucky, disjilayed in 
this transaction, deserves particular attention, inasmueh as it 
ss in itself a proof of tbe niutiial intention and n.idei stand.'rg' 
t)n the subject. The remainder of the lands within tbe limits of 
the Dis(rict,'ap|)ro|)riate-d for militia bonuties, which.liad not 
been actually selerteil by grantees, and locate;! by fee marking 
around for tbe guidance of s.ui'vayoi's, preykuis to 1792. were 


gethcr sniqfCt to the tlisinunuon or tne new sim.e. ioere 
coiild liavc been no motive for this voluntary ahaudomnent of 
an acknowledged claim;' but d conviction that all Ibe private 
interests whir.ii bad been given in those lands, would be ulti¬ 
mately pursued to complete titl(« with ilie cpncurrcnce of 
Kentucky, to whom Virginia. '>’ as willing to yie.fd the remain¬ 
der, in gratitude for the countenance/, expected to be .given to 
lier deservin.g citizens, wiio'iiad risked their lives, <ir wliose 
fatliers bad lost theirs, in the common defence. The Ex¬ 
ecutive ol Virginia has understood, that in an arrangement 
not long since made between Kentucky and 'rctincssec, rela¬ 
tive to boundary, claims of a similar nature, for militnry ser¬ 
vice, were declared sacred, and not to be }»rejudiccd tbrougli 
the means of any alteration in the line betw een tbe states, by 
lapseof time or statute of limitations. The prociamatiou ol^ 
tbe Executive of Virginia in 17B5, forblthliog fnrtiier siii'- 
veys of military warrants, on the ajipropriated lauds south 
and west of t!ic Tennessee River, could have been no nioro 
tli.an a necessary measufo of precaution, to save tije lives of 
tbe many citizens engii.ged tberein, wiiom tjie stale, w as una¬ 
ble then to deicud a.gainst the irritated sava.ge.s. it was not 
intended or supposed at tbe time, .that tlic further pursuit of 






















tlic claims fo tlioseiands at a safer period, ouglit or could be 
clfectedbytliatpi’nliiliitioii.- 

It is true that the congress of flie United States by the 
treaty of Hopewell, made on the lOlii day of .laniiary, 178(5, 
acknowledged the entire rigid, of soil in the country in ques- 
tion to be in the (Chickasaw Indians ; niton the itresnmption, 
no doubt, that it liad always been in them without any other 
dispute about it, than that with the Cherokces, wliic.h ha.s 
alw ays been disregarded. Yet the six tiations had fonneily 
claimed tlic whole country, and had actually ceded it to Vir¬ 
ginia by a treatj'made at Sandusky witii (he Earl of Uim- 
jiiore, then governor of the colony, by wiiicli Virginia acqiiir- 
cd a right to the soil as fully as it over had been possessed by 
that confederacy. Should this purchase he proved to the sa¬ 
tisfaction of die commissioners, another fact which lias \ ery 
lately transpired will no doubt be brought to notice to show 
the high probability that the six nations did once actually 
possess the.territory in question, and that the undivided right 
to the whole soil thereof, was vested in tiiat cornmnnity aeroV- 
iling lo Indian tenure. In making a vocabulary of the Notto¬ 
way language very lately, it lias been (liscovered by those 
skiiled ill the Indian tongues, that it is the same, v ord for 
word, Mith that of the Tnscaroras, one of the six nations, and 
tlie last admitted into their eoMfedcracy. The Nottowaj’sdweli 
in Sqiitliampton county ofVirgiiiia, upon the Carolina line in 
the east, as the territory in (piestioii bordef's upon it in the 
west. They still possess some considerable surface of soil, 
the right to. wliicii (hey have never yet conveyed away. U 
there were regular iiisloides of our Indians, it would very 
prolialdy be touiidthat a tribe.of the six nations bad lieen at 
some time dispossessed by the Cliickasaws, & liienaveryshoi t 
chain would form the connexion between the aboriginal title 
to tliesoil in (piestion, and that of the persons whom Ken¬ 
tucky threatens now to disposse.s3. The state of Virginia 
has no longer any lands to grant. There is hut little hope 
that the United States will sulTer land warrants of Virginia 
.jlisplaccd by Kentucky from their proper location in the 
.country south and west of the river Tennessee to be again lo¬ 
cated between the Miami and Scioto. If Kentucky shall jier- 
sist in vacating the incipiated titles now in question, the claim¬ 
ants must lie fiill v indemnified by Virginia, Honor and grat- 
itiulcuuitc to demand iiidcinnity for them ; if justice so plain 
and uncipiivocal,could ever need to lie so supported. Eiit t!io 
laoiiey to constitute the imicninity must come from the jinck- 
.ots ot the people of Virginia alone, while the services to he 
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soinpennatcd, were in fact equally reuderej for the henefit of 
tlie iieop.'o of Kentucky, as the period of them was hefire the 
Scimration, We confid.-ntly trust that t!ie legisJalure of Ken- 
tucKy will not take a step which would tluis 'have the effect of 
levying a.tax upon Virginia to swell the cofiFcrs of their owa 
State.

Your committee report that the books and papers ot the 
agent and keeper, are all in good order, in well hound books 
and neat tiles, labelled in clerical order. But they lU'c soi- 

■ ry. to say that a great many of the debts due the institution, 
as relates to their collection, are in a desjierate and alarming 
situation. Few of the claims due are bonded, and some ol t.ie 
unliquidated accounts have been standing almost from the 
comiuencement of the iiistitulioii. Many ol her debtois aie 
in astute of insolvency ,• many others have ahscotided to 
parts imknown ; and your committee' are of opuuoiv. that 
hut little more tlian one half of the nominal debt due, if that, 
will ever be collected j certainly not, if greater exertions are 
not used to ctrcct that purpose. An expose of the debts in de. 
tail will be laid before the legislature for inspcclioii, which 
will more fully evince the.prohablc results here anticipated. 

It is stated" b.v'the keeper that the probable expenditures 
•Hint will be required for the purchase ol additional raw ma- 
iH,tcnals for the year 1821, will be 3 9,000 ; if so, the state is 
nlayiiig a losing gamCj unless coilcctions can be lacilitated 
by acts of tlie legislature, and a display oltlic active exer. 
lions of the ollicers of the penitentiary. 

Your committee are of opinion, that the state would be ben. 
efited if sales were made for cash in hand, should fhe loss be 
twenty-live or thiity per cent, upon tlie value of th.c articles. 

■ At all events the agent in addition to instructimis to facili¬ 
tate the ’collection of debts, should be restricted from vend, 
ing the manufactured articles on credit, except upon bonds 
executed tlieretbr, well secured by mortgage or personal se¬ 
curity.

worn, and many eriti-ies mutilated, and the margins fiilcd 
vvitli notes ; in many cases there is no room in tlie margin 
for any oilier notes, though it will he necessary that others' 
should Jiercafter be made. 

\ our commiuee, therefore, beg leave most respectfully to 
recommend the passage of a law authorising the auditor to 
procure suitable books and transcribe ail the entries of non¬ 
residents, and make complete aljiiiabets to the same, as also, 
a reasonable compensation therefor; for which purpose tliei- 
beg leave to introduce a hill.

I take the liberty of addressing your Plxceilcncy. to rerpicst 
ibc favor of being siijijilicd with a co]',y of the statutes wliicb 
may from session to session be enact'd by tbe leg'isiatiirc of 
Kentucky, and ptibllslied by their authority. Four copies of 
the laws of Massachusetts, arc from session to session trans¬ 
mitted by a standing order of the legislature, to the scat oi‘ 
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(ihe lirmr'ral Government: One for tlie use of each of the two 
bouses of con'^rcss ; one for tlie President ol the U. States ; 
and onefortlte library of congress. 

I veiiture to suggest, tliat a similar oi-der from all the oth¬ 
er states would lie found conducive to tlic benefit of the wliole 
nation, and iieculiarly useful for occasional reference by tlie 
j-epresentation of the several states m the councils of the 
Union.

licguisl-.ed (>r iheir haialy coui'agc, disinterestedness and 
lovcorc iunii r. as the. modciai Romans arc, for tlicir avarice, 
cf’erntiuu y and sei’vility. ''J’hc government of ancient Rome, 
V ;.s a !pa at school where the noblest public virtues wci’c 
coi'.stontiy ir.cuicat.ed ; but barbarity overturned the sclsool, 
a'idits mor-il eliccts have ceased with the causes that produ.

Although tills may seem a considerable income, yet owing 
to tlic heavy cxpciiccs necessarily incurred in building, pur- 
cliasin.g books, a]iparatus. &c. and inoi-e especially owing to 
the uiieXjiected repeal of the charter ot the Farmers and Me¬ 
chanics’ Bank of Lcxiiigton-, by wliich the bonus amount, 
ing to about S 2 , 40 O per annum previously granted to 
tli'e Transylvania Uiiniversity, was lost to that in.stitution 
—the income of the present year, will not cover the current 
expenses by tlie sum of 82,270, as will satisfactorily appear 
by the expose made out by one of the trustees which is su . 
mitted together witii this report, and from which it will tur. 
ther appear that there are about S4000 due to private credi. 
tors who are urging immediate payment. 

Your committee taking into consideration the immense 
sums of money wliich have been bitherto. annually drained 
from the commonwealth for the education ot the youth of our 
state ill tlie eastern sclinols, and moreover, contemplating 
tlie iinniciisc sums wliich might be not only saved, but actu.

I’eports received will enable me to ascertain them. 

By tlie by-laws oftlie institotion. iieitiier the president nor 
any director of the mother bank is permitted to obtain a loan 
from any branch : where such appears, it must have been 
obtained prior to Ihe ai;poinlment ol thc be.rrower to the of. 
licc of director. As the reports Irom the, branches contain 
only the names of the borrovvers and the amount of tlicir res, 
pectivc debts, I can neither say wbal tliC ai!i!)unt of the debt 
may be, nor the security received for its payment. 

The reports from the hranches specify only the debts which 
■ amount to, or exceed one hundred dollars ; ■ but I am request, 
ed by W. S. Wallej-, the casliier, to state that he lias a loan 
from the Washington Branch Bank, of nine hundred dollars, 
and the same sum from the Danville Branch. 

It will require much time to draw up a complete statement 
of the debts due by the president, dii-ectors and oflicers at 
different periods, the only method by which a view of their 
fluctuations can be given. I have therefore directed tlie clerk 
to select those periods from which the debts specified have con¬ 
tinued nearly uniform, as the time at w'hich they were con¬ 
tracted : They liave in most, perliups in every instance, un¬ 
dergone variations l»oth before and since.

Mr. Slaua;hter iroin the committee, to whom was referred 
so much of the governor’s message as. relates to lunatics iind 
the Fayette Hospital, made the following report, viz. 

The committee to whom was referred that portion of the 
go^'crnor’s messag’C which relates to the care and safekeeping 
of lunatics and persons of unsound mind ; and also, the com. 
mittce appointed to examine the Lexington Hospital, and to 
ascei-tain the practicability and expediency of purchasing the 
same to found thereon a public lunatic hospital, have enter. 

cd upon the duties thus assigned them. j 

Your committees considering their duties intimately con¬ 
nected w ith each other, and both tending to the same-object, 
determined to act in concert : Thus associated, they, on the 
526t!i ultimo visited Lexington in person, and in company 
w ith the owners and itroprietors, viewed and carefully exam, 
ined the hospital building and its appurtenances. They find it 
situated near the northern suburb of Lexingtouj on a beautiful 
rise, on a lot of ground containing about ten acres, apparent¬ 
ly in a square figure, inclosing in its extent, and very con.- 
X enient to said building, a fountain of never failing, pure 
spring water, the soil of the first quality, and lying conven. 
i.^ut for tillage. 

The hou.se is large, and composed of the best materials j- 
every brick appears to have been laid in the finest sand and 
lime ; its size 6f! feet by 63, four square, built on a founda. 
tion of stone work, extending from tlic bottom of a dry cellar 
to four feet above the surface of tho earth. The balance of the 
structure is three stories high, with numerous and well ar. 
ranged w indows ; the different tiers of joist are of saw'ed 
oak, and the window'frames of cedar ; tlic whole well cover¬ 
ed in, except except the opening for the cupola, which is still 
incomplete. Upon the whole, your committee hesitate not 
to say that they consider tho building of the best and finest 
workmanship, and of tho most durable materials, and situa¬ 
ted on a spot of ground well cliosen- and highly calculated to 
answer all the valuable and humane purposes of an hospital. 

Your committee have ascertained that the whole can he 
bought for the sum of ten thousand dollars, and only one 
fourth of the purchase money requii-edto be paid in liand; the 
balance in one, two and three equal annual instalments.— 

Tliat although the whole purchase money has not been paid 
by tho hospital company to the late proprietor, yet thei-e is 
no sort of danger in the title ; the balance due is little up- 

























wards of seven hundred dollars, and that is proposed to be 
considered a part of the firstpayincnt, on the receipt of wliicU 
Slim, tlie conveyance will be immediately made full and satis, 
factoiy. 

Your committee consider it their duty to state also anoth¬ 
er fact that ha,s been stated to tlicm, that on the completion 
of tha buildinp;, a claim will arise to the proprietors, of a leg¬ 
acy left in the last will and testament of John Christian, 
dec’d. of gSOOO, to be paid to the erectors of the first charit¬ 
able institution in the state of Kentucky. Your committee 
are also informed, that the executors of said will arc prepar. 
ed and willing to pay the amount to whoever is duly enti¬ 
tled to receive the same, and are now living in Jefferson 
county, near Louisville. 

Your committee are advised, and from the best information 
they can obtain, they believe, that about §5000 will entirely 
finisli and prepare said building, for the reception of lunatics, 
and that from fifty to sixty may be safely provided for there, 
ill ; tliat a kcepei* can be had on good terms, highly calcula. 
ted to dischai’gc tlic necessary duties ; that the whole round 
of medical attendance, and assistance of skilful physiciarfs, 
■can be had gratis ; for wliirli undertaking, the different 
medical professors attached to the college of Transylvania, 
are willing to incur an express obligation. 

Your committee, from a view of all the circumstances, 
have thought proper to offer the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That tlie care and safe keeping of persons of luna¬ 
tic and unsound miuds, can he much better and more chea]). 
ly provided by a state hosjiital, than by the prcseiit regula¬ 
tions, in placing such unfortunate sufferers iu the hands of 
individuals. 

Resolved, That it is both expedient, and economical for the 
state to undertake the ari-angcincnt of a hospital for the care 
and safekeeping of such unfortunate sufferers j and that the 
terms by which tlie purchase can be effected of the Lexing. 
ton Hospital, are cheap and accommodating, and ought to be 
acceded to. 

Resolved, That so mucli money oiiglit to he appropriated 
by law, as will effect the purchase and completion of said 
building, and that a hill be framed and introduced before the 
present legislature to effect the several objects aforesaid, and 
to provide by law for carrying the'same into immediate and 
complete operation.

■ y.lr. M’Lee from the committcefor courts of justice, made 
lb® following .iv^poj;t, viz. 
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The committee for courts of justice, to ■^\ iiom was refer¬ 
red the petition of Robert Poage, have according to the or- 
dei- of the house, had the same under consideration, and sub¬ 
mit to the lioiisc the following report : 

It appears tliat t'lc petitioner in riglit of his mother, Mrs. 
Lindsey, widow of Joseph Lindsey, deceased, is entitied to 
all the right and claim of the said Joscpli Lindsey, deceased, 
for services rendered to the public or mono}'expended for the 
public benefit by the said Josepli Lindsey. 

The coniniittce have no doubt from the evidence before 
them, that .[oseph Lindsey did act as commissary general of 
supplies to the army commanded by general George Rogers 
Clarke in the year 1780 and 1781 ; that he furnished supplies 
of subsistence and stoves for the army under the orders of 
general Clarke, and made contracts in the character of com¬ 
missary general, to a considerable amount. 

It furtiiee appears to the committee that Joseph Lindsey 
fell at the battle of the Blue Licks in the summer I7S2, and 
that some short time afterwards genei’al Clarke called on Mrs. 
Lindsey at llarrodslnirg, and toiPli possession of all the pub¬ 
lic papers of tlie said Josepli Lindsey, ft is alleged by the 
petitioner that tlie said Josepli IJndsey made large disburse¬ 
ments of nioiiej' in the public service out of liis private estate, 
under the e?;poctation that tlic land warrants olitained by 
general Clarke, and located in the name ofllie state of \ir. 
ginia, west of the Tennessee river, constituted a fund for tbo 
reimbursement of the money thus expended j and tiiat the ev¬ 
idences of the amount thus disbm’sed by Lindsey, as well as 
the. connexion between that disbursement and tlie land afore¬ 
said, has been withdrawn from tlie hands of the petitioner hy 
general Clarke in his lifetime, in the manner herein befor-o 
stated. Tliesc allegations have not been supported by posi¬ 
tive evidence. It is, liowevor, proved to the satisfaction of 
the committee, tiiat Joseph Lindsey did contract individual 
debts for suiijiiies which his private estate was inadeiiuatc to 
pay ; and tiiat his death and the loss of the public papers, lias 
occasioned a loss of property to liis legal representatives to 
a considerable ainoiint ; but the committee liavc not been en¬ 
abled by the most patient and laborious invcsligation, to as¬ 
certain tlie amount, or to fix en any rule hy which tlic amount 
could he ascertained witli precision or cei tainty, to wliicli 
the petitioner ought to be entitled. 'JJic whole transaction ia 
of such long standing, that time in its rude marrb, has cast a 
veil of mystery and uncertainty over it, and destroyed most 
af the evidence on which it rests. 
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The committee supposed itprobaMethat tfie commission¬ 
ers appointed by the commonwealth of Virginia to adjust and 
settle the accounts of the public creditors in the distHct of 
Kentucky in the year ITSS, might have settled and paid the 
ficconiit of Joseph Lindsey, and w!)i!st the committee cannot 
positively say that such settlement and adjnstmeni did not 
take place as it regards some of the demands against Josepis 
l^hulsey, or against the public for supplies furnished by him, 
yet tlie committee arc well satisfied that the settlement and 
payment of the debts created by Lindsey, were not all, or 
generally settled and paid by the commissioners aforesaid. 
2t has been alleged by one of the members of the cominitteo 
that from the circumstance of general Clark’s obtaining the 
public papers of said Lindsey, that it is most probable that 
gen. Clarke obtained a credit with the state of Virginia for 
the amount of disbursements made on public account by that 
ofilcer : This suggestion seems probable, yet the committee 
are not satisfied that the fact is true as suggested, and it seems 
Bnreasoiiablc that a public sci’vant ought to be. depriyed of 
Ids claims for important public services, on mere possibili¬ 
ties. 

On the'whole, the committee are of opinion that the peti. 
tion is reasonable, and that provision ought to be made for 
the settlement and payniCiit of tlic claims aforesaid. They 
thcrelure rocomincnd the following resolutions:

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The coiTiTnitlee appointe*! on the rcsolittion for authorising 
'the gRvei’iio!’ to correspond with the cxeciitiv‘’S of tlie west¬ 
ern states and territories, in reliltion to (lie establishment of 
certain hospitals within tliis state, respectfully report, that 
they liavegiTcn the subject the deliberation which its impor. 
tance demands. 

Tlic claims of humanity, combined with the great interests 
yesultingto this state, by securing to the trade and nav'iga. 
tion of the Mississippi its utmost protection and encouT iige- 
5 nent, and to emigration its freest course of action, require the 
early establishment of certain hospitals, for the occasional re. 
’lief of persons employed in the commerce of the river, from 
western states and territories. 

Navigators and traders descending the river from more 
nnrtlicrn latitudes, arrive atNcw-Orlcans generally in good 
health ; either from the sudden change of climate, the want 
of proper caution in the economy of health, oi' the existence 
of contagious fevers, considerable numbers of those persons 
become sick ; in that debilitated condition, they set out often 
in a snltiy or otherwise inclement season, to return home.— 
The routes usually pursued are up the river, or along the na. 
tional road which has been opened by tlie general govern- 
Jmeiit for facilitating tlic intercourse between the western 
states and New.Orleans. In a short time these unfortunate 
persons being unable to proceed, in some instances, stop un. 
dcr the first iiospitablp roof that will receive them. Others 
arc arrested by disease along the shores, oi’ in the fields. In 
either of these forlorn situations, a great majority die for 
the want of common medical aid, and tho propcj- kind of 
nourishment and attendance, which, perhaps more than med¬ 
icine, tends to arrest the hand of death, and to shorten tlie 
term of convalescence. 

■ Numerous examples of the cases here descrilicd, cither in 
.an increased or diminished proportion, occur every year. 

During the last season, it lias been ascertained from au¬ 
thentic information, that many persons afflicted with disease, 
and unable to assist themselves, were charitably received in. 
to the Military Hospital at Baton Rouge ; that numbers 
snatle application for the shelter and aid of that institution, 
wlio could not be admitted within it. That many in an ex¬ 
treme state of disease, were landed from the boats in the vi¬ 
cinity of the village, who died in the fields or on the hanks 
of the Mississippi, for the want of common assistance. Tlics* 
individuals were principally boatmen from K.eutucky, Ohi« 
and other states on the Oliio river. 
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It has hccn ascertained also, from sources of information 
equally entitled to credit, that larc;e nimdjcrs of persons be. 
lon£;iiigto the class of traders and navigators from the iiiqutr 
states,'ivcre taken sick on'the great national road leading 
from Madisonville to Nashville in Tennessee, returning from 
Ncw.Orleans. These were exposed to- an extreme degree of 
snffering, and in a majority ot instances, became \iclims to 
disease from the same causes that have been mentioned. A 
large and daily increasing population on the waters ot Red 
river and its tributary streams, from the cultivation of cot. 
ton almost to the exclusion of other productions, arc_ (Icpen. 
riant in a great degree on the western states for provisions of 
every kind. This circumstance necessarily occasions a vast 
influx of traders, at a season of tlie year when the disorders 
peculiar to soutliern climates arc at tlieir greatest lieight of 
virulence. These traders arrive at a late season of the year 
at these markets. From this mart until the markets on the 
jVlississippi are supplieil, no trader will undertake thcdiflicult 
iia\igatioIi oftliosc rivers. The situation of these traders 
may he easily imagined. They arc attacked by disorders of 
tlie’most deadly kind ; disorders which require • immediate 
relief. They are strangers in our country,-a large majority 
])oor and destitute, and all of them ignorant of the language 
spoken by the majority of our citizens; from all of which, 
they are in a peculiar 'manner entitled to public cas e and so. 
licitude. ' • 

Independent of the claims of humanity, and the interests 
of our commerce, which demand a speedy alleviation of these 
evils, there is one fact which requires the attention of the le. 
gisiature. The burthen of yielding protection to the above 
described class of sufferers, falls wntb heavy effect upon a 
part qf the community only. Neither our own state, or the 
states and territories equally intei'csted in commercial inter, 
course, bear any proportion of the bnrtiien. Under the ope. 
ration however of equal laws and a just policy, it is not to be 
doubted that it should be properly sliared by the respective 
communities wiio are to receive the highest degree of aggre. 
gate advantage. 

lii another point of view, it is evident tliat the frequent re. 
currcnce of such disasters as have been described, must in 
time, excite a degree of alarm and caution in the western 
traders, calculated to damp the spirit of enterprise, and wea¬ 
ken the chain of commercial intercourse which this state must 
<ev«r feel a primary interest in preserving unimpaired. 
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Whatever force may be ascribed to the principle, that the 
Slope of gain is a more powerful impulse in liumaii nature than 
■the fear of death, and that this fact, combined w'ith necessi¬ 
ty, will always act so imjieriously on the vi'cstern pcojile, as 
to insure the continuance of the trade tlirougli the cliannel of 
the Mississippi, yet it will be prudent to recollect, that there 
are causes now rapidly developing, which may tend to dis. ■ 
ajipoint expectations derived from these sources. 

The states ofNew-York, rcniisylvania and Virginia, are 
making gigantic stridcs-in public improvements. These chief¬ 
ly relate to these to higher views’of political economy, which 


are designed to connect the atlantic waters with tliosc of the 


western country. Every effort will be made to draw the 
commerce from its old channels, through the valley of the 
Mississippi, and give it a direction towards thc.cast by open¬ 
ing different avenues of communication between the Missis¬ 
sippi and Ubio, and the atlantic states. The practicability 
of such an enterprise no longer remains a question. It is ea¬ 
sy to be foreseen to w hat an extent its effects may be carri¬ 
ed by the agency of steam boats, the employment ofcajiital,^ 
and the’iniuimerablc allurements which capital never fails to 
create in favor of a market. The want of a corresponding 
enterprise on our part, in giving the highest degree of pro¬ 
tection to the cominci'c.c and navigation of the Mississi])pi, 
will aid the accomplishinent of views, w hich ifrealized, must 
in time deprive this state of the w hole trade .of the upper 
country, above' the inoutli of tlic Oliio. 

From the foregoing considerations, the committee arc of 
opinion, that no means should be neglected by the legislature 
to remove every obstacle, how^ever seemingly unimportant, 
that might even remotely tend to check the commercial inter, 
conirse between this state and the w'estern states and terii- 
tories ; among these, they class the evils which have formed 
the subject of this report. They are of opinion' that they 
may he in a great measure alleviated by the establishment of 
hospitals for the reception of such pei'sons engaged in the 
trade of the river, as may liereafter require it. They think 
that one of these might be erected at liaton Rouge, another 
at the town of Covington, or somewhere in its neighbor¬ 
hood,’and another in some ])osition on Red river at Nat¬ 
chitoches or elsewhere. These situations are pei'fectly con. 
venient for tlie purpose herein contemplated. They arc rep¬ 
resented to be healthy, and in parts of the country, w hcresuit- 
ahlc provisions for hospital establishments are easily attain. 
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Your committee are further of (^)inion, that aa the inter¬ 
ests of this state, and of the upper states and territories, are 
eoually to be infliieiiccd by every institution that secures and 
«ncoura,e:es the trade of the Mississii)i)i, it is just, tliat tho 
cxpence'necessary for the creation and support tliereof, should;

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Jejioniinated tlic Execulivc, wc find tlic idfice, power anti 
privileges of tlie Lieutenant Governor defined. How far 
and on wliat occasions that officer can exercise any of the 
powers properly belonging to tlie Legislative department, will 
he found in the irtli section of the Sd article : “ he shall, 
virtue of his office, be speaker ot the Senate, have a right, 
ivhen in coinmitiee nf the whole, to debate and vole on all sub¬ 
jects. and wlien the Senate ?Lve equally divided, to give the cas¬ 
ting vote. As the Lieut. Governor is an officer in the Execu¬ 
tive department by the 3d section of the first article, he can¬ 
not exercise any power properl j’ belonging and confided to the 
Legislative department, except in instances expressly direc¬ 
ted or permitted. 

A question of vital importance to tlie rights of the people 
and to their rejii'esentativcs in tliis Legislature, arises from 
the fact, that llie present Lieut. Governor has exercised, and 
claims the right to vote in all elections of ollicers of govern¬ 
ment by joint vote of both branches of the Legislature. While 
this lioiisc regards this as an assumption of power not war¬ 
ranted by the constitution, they do not ascribe to the Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor or the honorable body over wiiich he pre¬ 
sides, intentional error. Tliis house of Representatives can¬ 
not recognize (lie rigid claimed as constitutional, or the rea¬ 
sons upon which the |)ower is asserted, as correct. 

It is contended, that he is a member of the Senate and a 
component part of tlie I.cgislature ; that tlie constitution of 
the U. S. declares that two Senators shall be chosen from 
each state by the Legislatures thereof; that the caseswhere- 
in ho is expressiy authorized to vote relate exclusively to 
voting upon the progress and passage of bills and I’esoliitions 
in the ordinary course of legislation. He cannot be recog¬ 
nized by this house as a member of the Senate, nor docs he 
possess, as the Speaker of that house, any powers to vote or 
debate in any case except in the instances specifically de¬ 
fined. 

By the £9th section ot the 2(1 article before recited, it is de¬ 
clared, that each lionse ofjthe General Assembly shall judge 
of the qualifications, elections, and.returns of its own mem¬ 
bers. It is clear that the Senate possess no power, as such, to 
judge of the qualifications, ejection and return of the Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor, nor can they expel him from office except 
upon impeachment 5 his election is to be judged of, when con¬ 
tested, by a joint committee of both houses. .. ■ 

The constitution no where regards the Lieutenant Gover- 
aor as a member of the Senate. He is by virtue of his office, 
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sp«aker of the Senate, and liis powers as sucli are defineil.— 
An .T coippojient part of that body, he cannot exercise any! 
liC.^i.-ilatire powei*s but such as are derivative, and the consti¬ 
tution of the state is tlic source from which sucli derivation 
of power is made, and not the rules of the Senate. No im|)U. 
cd flowers belong to the Lieut. Governor. When he acts in 
conjunction witti the Legislauve power of the state, he acta 
Otdy iit cases and for purposes, (in the language of tlie con¬ 
stitution) wherein he is expressly directed or permitted. He 
is expressly permitted to debate and vote on all subjects 
in committee of the whole, and when the Senate are equally 
divided to give the casting vote. As elections by joint vot« 
arc not had and made in committee of the whole, and as th« 
Lieut, (governor, viz. the Speaker, cannot on such occa¬ 
sions declare an equal division of the senate ;

Your rouiniittee have tni-ned their attention to the state of 
the seji sirity of the debts due tlie corporation, and have re- 
qiiii cd of the hoard of the parent bank to give the best infor¬ 
mation thereon witliiii their means of judging, and have re¬ 
ceived (Vom the board in substance, the following reply, 
to-wit: “ Upon a careful examination of the pay lists of the 
mother bank, by the board of dirccto! s, that their opinion is, 
that 823,970 of the whole amount of debts due the mother 
bank, will probably be lost ; and the recovery of 827,160 may¬ 
be considered doubtful; with respect to the probable loss that 
may be sustained in the debts contracted with the branches, 
4he board can give no information ; none has been required or 
received from them since tlic last session of the Assembly j all 
the information tlicn received was laid before the joint commit¬ 
tee; at the time very little of it was in writing.”Youp commit¬ 
tee liave required information from the board as to the state of 
the, new debts due the institution, or such as liave been ci eat- 
cd within the present year. Their amount will appear by 
compai 'ison of tlie amount of bills in circulation on the 30th 
September last, v itb their amount reported to the last session 
of the Legislature, the fonnnr being 81,251,116 95, and the 
latter §668,422 55 ; leaving a dilVerence of 8582,694 40 : 
which sum is the additional amount of the bills thrown into 
circulation duringthe present year. Your committee aresat- 
islied that the said new debts have been created upon good 
security, and the loans made upon the principle of diffusing 
the accommodations as generally as practicable. A copy of 
the rule made by the directory of the mother bank in Janua¬ 
ry last, governing tlie additional emission of bills, is here¬ 
with rcjiortcd, marked 11, by which it will appear, that no 
loans were to be thereafter made to any individual or co¬ 
partnership, by said corporation, which with the debts then 
due by sucii individual or co-partnership, to the bank or any 
of its brandies, sljould exceed tlie sum of S5000, unless upon 
a pledge of stock ; and that uo loan siiouid he made upon a 
pledge of stock of said bank, at a rate exceeding 890 per 
share. Your committee have required to be informed by 
the oiScers of the parent bank, as to what probable reduction 
*f the valwe of tlic stock would be sustaiaedby tlie sharehol- 
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(Jers Arensioned by bad debts, in tlic ercnt of settling up and 
closing the affairs of the institution ; and from the best infor¬ 
mation obtained from that source, they are of opinion that 
the loss in such case, would be less than five per cent, upon 
each suare. And your committee are of opinion, that the 
bills of the bank and its branches are, and will continue to b« 
» sound and wholesome circulating medium, adapted to the 
condition and exigencies of the country; and that they will 
command the property and labour of the counti-y, at lower 
rates tlian usual heretofore ; and that a diminution of their 
Talue is not to be expected. The ability of the corporation to 
redeem them in collection of their debts is evident, as the bill* 
in circulation amount to little more than one fourth of tha 
amount of debts due the institution.
